them to find Suerties for their good Behaviour, they refuſing 
(not being guilty of the Breach thereof ) he committed them 
to Priſen. 


In the year (69.) Hen. Gibbs, William Waſey, John Wade, 
Robert Peartree, Hugb Sheltram, Robert Southgate, Richard 
_ and Nicholas Witeman, being met together with others 
at the Houſe of Feſeph Harriſon in Fakenham, they were ſtayed 
by the Conſtables until the aforeſaid Chriſtopher Ca/thorp catne to 
them (with ſeveral diforderly people following of him) and he 
committed the aboyeſatd Perſons to Priſon.

There being a Meeting at the Houſe of Jeſeph Harriſon in 
Fakenham, the 2d of the 5th moneth, 1670. and Samuel Cater 
being there, and declaring the Truth to the people preſent, N- 
liaw Watt his Wife came, and after ſome time went to inform the 
Officers thereof, who came and had Friends before Chritepher 
Calthorp-(a Juſtice) who asked her, tendring herthe'Oath, To 
ſpeak.the Truth, and nothing but the Truth of yhat ſhe ſaw and 
heard; asking her, 1f ſhe was in the Roam wherethe Meeting was?

Lererington, 
John Dutchwell and Ihn Williamſon, Officers of Walfi:gham,came 
to Nathaniel Urine of the ſame Town, wit a Warrant from the 
aferclaid John Hilyard, and for a fine of 105. impoled on him fos 
himſelf and bis Wife being at the Meeting at Feſeph Harriſem's, 
the 14th of the 5th moneth afoxeſaid, and they took from him i; l. 
ol Tobacco, cut and dryed, worth 12 s. beſides a Box with it. 
The 17th of the 6th moneth, 1678. Tho. Artland Warden, 
Tho. Garret, Tho. Salmon and Edw. Beſton Conſtables, and Robert 
Dolton Overſeer, came to Edmnnd Pechaver's Shop, with a Wars 
rant granted forth by Fehr Hihhard, the laid Pricſt & Magiſtrate, 
to ſtrain for 105. for Margaret his Wife being at a Meeting at 
J. Harriſon's Houſe the 14th of the 5th moneth,and they took in 
Money 10s. & they took 5 s. more at the [ame time for their Son 
Walker Pecke: er, altheugh not mentioned in the ſaid Warrant. 
The 18th of the 12th meneth, Tho. Eretland & Rob.Sheldraks 
Wardens, Hen. Gogney and Rob. Dolton Over ſeers, and Francis 
Page a Conſtab le, came to Edmund Pechæver's Shop with a War. 
rant from John Hilyardaforcſaid, to ſtrein for 15 s. for a Meet- 
ing at 7o/eph Harriſon's, for which they took a piece of fine Hol- 
land of about twenty two yards, worth about 3 l. 
About the 12th of the 12th moneth, 78. 7. Hilyard aforeſaid 
- granted a Warrant againſt Edm. Peckover, to have him brought 
before him, and to bring Sureties for his Good Behaviour, be- 
cauſe, being Over. ſeer for the Poor in the Town of Fakenha», he 
refuſed to ſtrein the Goods of 7oſeph Harriſon, for a Meeting the 
fourteenth of the filth moneth at the Houſe of the ſa d Jo. 
ſeph Harriſon, whereupon the ſaid Tobn Hilyard granted a 
Warrant to ſtrein 5 l. u pon the faid Edw. Peckover's Goods;

POSTSCRIPT. 


| AX now, after all this Violence uſed, and Spoil made upon 
| this People, I deſire the Reader honeſtly and conſcienctou!- 
Iy to weigh and conſider, What Evil has theſe Sufferers done, or 


what Law of God have they broke, or juſt Laws of men have they 
12 trauf- 
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tranſgreſſed? which is the principal matter to weigh and conſi- 
that ſo thou may*ſt not in thy haſte give a wrong Judgment, and 
fr om that draw a falſe Concluſion, and run with the Multitude, 
who deny the Truth, & perſecute them that live in it, and ſay, That 
they og t to ſuffer becauſe they have bro the Law: Now to fay 
ſo, without diſtinction, is to draw a wrong concluſion, without 
well conſiderin 2 what the Law is, and what ſort of people it lays 
hold upon; for the Law of God does not nor will not puniſh a. 
righteous man, as the Apoſtle ſays, 1 Tim. i. 6. The Law was not 
wade for a A ig hteous man, but ce Lawleſs and Diſobedient, &c. 
So allo the juſt Laws of men, that are inſtituted & made according 
to that equal and reaſonable Principꝰe which God has plac'd a mea- 
ſure of in every man, which would, if it be adhered unto, teach & 
guide people t do urto others even as they would be dine unto; ſuch 
Laws preſerve men in their Liberties and Properties, and not de- 
ſtroy them; that every man has an equal ſhare, according to his 1 
place and degree of Preſervation by them, er ought to have, that 
is honeſt; but thoſe Laws that are ox have been made to deprive. 
men of their juſt Liberties, which God allows them, and requires 
them to uſe to his Glory, and afflict their Bodies, and ſpoil their 
Goods, & ruin them becauſe they take that Liberty that the Lord 
allows them, which is, to wor ſbip him in that Way as he is pleaſed to 
reveal and make known himſelf unto them; that Law is not accor: 
ding to the Law of God; and it is under ſuch Laws, or the reſt- 
ing of good Laws, that the Righteous in Ages paſt & alſo now do 
ſoffer; and them re the Laws that ervious people boaſt of, as ſaid 
the enview Jews of Chrift, Ieh 19.7. We bave 4 Law, and by eur 
Law he eng ht to dye; and fo ſaid ble:dy Bonner and the reſt of his 
perſecutingBrethren to the faithful Martyrs of Jeſus in Q. Aaryꝰs 
days,who put ſo many to death becauſe they could not bew to the 
Popiſh Smperftition, who upbraided thoſe worthy men and women 
becauſe they were not ſubje ct to the Queen's Laws, which if the 
had, they wuft have defiled their Cunſcien cis, he choſe rather to loje | 
ab ard obey Chrift, than tftu ag a;rft the Lord, and thereby bring 
deſtruRion upen their own Souls: And we would have N take 
notice, that this is and has been our caſe, that are concerned — |

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this Relation of Sufferings, ſs far as the Lord has been pleaſed to 
ſuffer our Perſecutors to procged ; for their Words and Actions 
have been of the ſame nature; for ſay they, We have « Lew (as 
fay Chr. Caltherp and others of them) and we are Sworn to put it 
in execution; but I hope he is not ſworn to exceed it in Cruelty, 
as it appears in this Relation he has ſometimes done egregionſly. 
Alſo the Infarmers they ſay to the Sufferers, Ton Sy or L aw, 
and therefore your Sufferings are juſt upon you; as it was an Argu- 
ment #18. Wart the old ad uſed very much, with many o- 
ther taunting & unſavoury Speeches unto the Sufferers, on whom 
the Lord laid an heavy Judgment long before he dyed, which 

ight have been as a Warning unte tne reſt of them that had an 
hand in this evil work of perſecuting their honeſt Neighbonrs; but, 
(ay they, we have # Lam: but if the Law-makers did really in- 
tend, that none ſhould ſuffer by this Law, but ſuch perſons as they 
Gay were the caule for which they made this La, then Chriſtoph. 
Calthorp, and the reſt of his Brethren, have very much exceeded 
their bounds in what they have done againſt their innocent and 
peaceable Neighbours. And Cookin tus Inſtitarionr, who is ſaid 
to be the Oracle of the Engliſh Law, in his firſt part, cap. 2. f. 3. 
Book 11. Ever the general word) are to be intended of a lawful AR, 
and ſuch interpretation muſt be made of all Statutes, that the Inno- 
tent, or he in whom there 1: no Guilt, may not. be damnificd, For 
the Preamble of the Act, which exprefics the. Reaſen or ſole 
Cauſe why this Law was made (if we may believe the Law-ma- 
kers) is thus expreft, An A to ſuppreſs Seditiau Conventicles, & 
. Diſloyal Per ſens, who at their Aeetings Plat and Contrive Inſar- 
reftions, as late experit nce bas taug hi, &. Now the Queſtion is, 
whether or no any thing of that kind can bi proved againſt Yoſeph 
Harriſon, and the reſt of theſe Sufferers? and whether any of 
theſe Informers did ever ſwear, that they found Jeſeph Harri ſon 
and his Friends at their Meetings plotting or contriving Inſurre- 
ions, for the preventing and puniſhing of which Perſons the Law- 
was made? No, there were never, nor could be ſuch things pro- 
ved againſt them; for the Principle which they have received, & 
ds obcy, which is the Grace of God, teaches them better things,

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which is, te obey Chrift*s Docirire, to do unte others 41 they wo wid 
have others de unte them, which is but equal. And although they 
have made ule · of thoſe words in ti e Act, of Five and upwards 
merting together beſides the Family, under preterce of Religiau Ex- 
eroiſeʒ in other manner than i allowed by the Liturgy, to inflict the 
Penalties'of Breach of that Law upon us, yet the Five and above 
the number muſt have Relation to ſuch as be ſeditious and contrive 
Inſurrections, and are Meeters but in Pretence of Religious Ex- 
erciſe, & c. But our Meetings are really to worſhip God in Spi- 
rit and Truth, and the contrary has not beth proved againſt them,

Act was made we are wholly clear of, both in the {ight of God and 
all men; for neither in our Meetings nor out of them, we never 
did, or is it in eur hearts to do, to eontrive any thing that is or 
may de hurtful either to Prince or People; "but we do fay, that _ 
our Meetings are ſor no other EAd or Cauſe, but to wait opon 
God, and to tall upen his Name for his Power to keep us and ts 
pr eſerve us, and for his Grace to teach us and inſtrnt us, that ſo 
we may alwayes werſhip him in bis own Way, which is in Spirit 
and Truth, which allPlotters and Contrivers of InfurxeQion arc | 
out bf. Ang if the Liturgy does allow, that God ſhould be wor- 

" ſhipped in Spirit and Truth, then the Informers fave Forſwern 
themſelves, who ſwore, [That our Exerciſe of Relig ien ij in other 
manner than the Liturgy alem. J Ard I am ready to believe, that 
the Leading - wen of the Church of England will acknou ledge, that 
they are to Worſhip Ged in Spirit and in Truth; which iMo,wt: 
ſhould it be aceoumted aCrime for us to confeß the fame; and ſo 
great Crime, as if for it there was neither Mercy not Pity, E- 

qu ty nor Juſtice to be extended towards us, us appears by this 
fore · going Relation, in which Cr. Caltherp, with the reſt of ſ is 
Byethren, the perfecuting Magiſtrates and Informers, have ſo fu- 
vieally perſecuted their hon: ſt Neighbours; as if Gd had made 
them, their Wives and Children to be made à Prey upon, and to 
ve oypreſfed; as iF it were Religion enough to Ruin and Undo 
others, and to take the Bread from the Poor, and Clothes from

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the Needy, whilſt theſe Magiſtrates themſelves live in Fulneſ: of 

Bread, who (like Dives) fare celicioully, and clothed with Rich 
Attire (like the Rich Mnſpoxen of by Chriſt) have not only re- 

fuſed and neglected to relieve the Poor, but have been Inftrumen- 

tal, by encouraging theſe evil-minded Iniormers to take away 

Feor peoples Clothes they wore, and their Beds they lay upon, 

and their Bedding, and cxpole them to the Cold, without either 

Me'cy or Pity to old or young, or ſick; for when the Ofticerg 

went to Chr. Bedingfir/d, one of theſe Magiſtrates, and told him, 

that there was not in to be had of one Mary Larder for her fine, 
but herBed on which ſne lay at that time fick,& more like to dye 

than ts live, the ſaid Chr. Bedingfield bad them Go and tałr the 


Bed from under Fer; which ſaid Mary dyed that Night: Oh great 
Cruelty! and if this be not to over-pals the Deeds of many of the 


Wicked, I know not what is; {or Chriſt dees not render Drives: 
himſelf ſo bad. And now | qu ſtion not but beth Magiſtrates & 
the Officers and Informers, who have done theſe things, would 
judge it f ard dealings if any ſhuuld de by them as you have done 
dy theſe your honeſt Ncighbours, ang for no ether Cauſe than for 
their Obedience to the Lord; then out of your own Mouthes 
you are judged,and that you have not done by them as you would 
be done unto; and therefore you have no cauſe to blame me and 
other ſober men that hear of your Actions although we do ſay, 
that the Informers, Officers and Juſtices, that encourage ſuch 
Proceedings as theſe are, are to blame, and the Sufferers have juſt 
Cauſe to complain of thc great Oppreſſion that ſo long has lain 
upon them, and to give the World an account of your unmerci ful 
dealing with them and behaviour towards them, who have exer- - 
ciſed your: Cruelty upon them theſe many years, by ſpoiling thein 
Goods from time to time of them that arcalive; and yet it ap- 
pears that all this Cruelty does not ſatiiſle your unreaſonable 
Minds, that you have done to the Living, but you have ſhewy 
your Cruelty to the D:ad,in that ſome ol you in the Town of Fa- 
kewham have pulled the D a1 out of the Grave in am inhumane 
manner,more like Beaſt of Prey then People that fear God, after 
the Body was decently buried, whereby yourifcover your ſelves 
iy to 
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'to be far worle and more Cruel than thoſe accounted Heathen, 
that Abraham lived among, who offered him a piece of Ground 
to bury his Dead in; but your Envy is ſo great againſt the Peo- 
ple of God, that you will not let them live at quiet amongſt you 
whilſt they live, nor let the Bedy lie quietly in the Grave when it 
was dead. And now I having viewed your Works, and taken no- 
tice of your Actions, which are ſcarcely to be parallel d for Ctu- 
elty in this Nation, conſidering the long continuance of your Op- 
reſſion, for which you have a large Account to give to the Lord, 
rom the higheſt of you to the loweſt, that have hal any hand in 
perſecuting your innocent Neighbours, without any juſt Cauſe by 

them given you. 
And now it is upoa me from the Lord, to Warn you all that 
have had any hand in this Work, to Repent of this your Cruelty, 
and Abuſes offered and done unto his People, before it is too late, 
and the Day of your Viſitation paſſes over, and you be ſhut up ia 
utter Darkneſs, and the Lord ceaſes to ſtrive with you, as he did 
with Feruſalem of old, in whoſe ſteps you have walked in oppreſ- 
ſing his Children, and evil-entreating his Servants and Meſſengers 
that he has ſent amongft you, to exhort you to turn from the Evil 
of your Ways, and the Violence that is in your Hands & Hearts; 
but inſtead of receiving them and their Teſtimony, you have cau- 
ted them to ſuffer 3 and them that did receive them and their Te- 
ſtimony, you have from time to time evilly requited then, ſo that 
you would not receive them your ſelves, nor ſuffer them that 
would, if by all the Violence you could uſe hinder them. Tbe 
Lord give you Repentance before it be too late. and you be cut 
off, is the Defire of him that chooſes rather to ſuffer Aff i tion 
with the People of. Cod, than to live in the Pleaſures of thin
